Japanese scale Everest’s north wall 

TOKYO, May 10 (Agencies) - Two Japanese climbers today 
successfully scaled Mount Everest by the hitherto unconquered 
north wall on the Tibetan side, the Japan Alpine Club in Tokyo" 
announced tonight. It identified the climbers as Tsuneo Shigehiro 
and Takashi Ozaki. Their feat followed two failed attempts lafr 
week by other members of the 39-strong Japanese expedition, in 
•which one man was killed. The expedition was the first foreign 
team to attack the 8,848-metre peak from the Tibetan side since 
the communist take-over in China 31 years ago. It succeeded in 
putting another member on the peak via the north-east route on 
May 3. Two Chinese expeditions have also climbed the mountain 
by ihe north-east route. Last Saturday. Yasuo Koto became the 
first non-Chinese ever to climb to Everest's summit from the 
Tibetan side. On the current Japanese expedition, Akira Ube, 31. 
was buried in an avalanche and apparently killed at about S.000 
metres on May 2.

Gunmen kill Libyan ex-diplomat 
in Bonn, businessman in Rome 


BONN, May 10 (Agencies) — A 
former staff member of the Libyan 
embassy in Bonn was shot dead in 
the centre of the city today by a 
young compatriot who was caught 
by passers-by and handed over to 
police, a police spokesman said. 

The 43-year-old victim Jived in 
Cologne and had worked at the 
Libyan embassy for about eight 
years until 1978. 

Police said it was still a “com- 
pletely open” question as to 
whether the crime was political. 
But they said checks were being 
made to establish whether the kil- 
ling was linked with similar attacks 
on Libyans in Italy and Britain. 

Police said the suspect told 
murder squad investigators he 
worked for a Libyan information 
bureau and had flown to nearby 
Cologne, where the victim IficJ, 
at the end of April. 

Police said he told them he shot 
the man for refusing to pay back a 
debt equivalent to 1 00.000 marks

Murder squad investigators 
were checking the suspect's 
statement. The Federal Criminal 
Office, which cooperates with 
foreign police agencies, was help- 
ing in the probe.

The police report said the victim 
appeared to hs well-to-do. His 
car, a Mercedes 450 saloon, was 
found parked near the railway sta- 
tion. 

^•ii the fcce of ii. this appear jd 
to be a political crime,” a police 
spokesman said in Rome after 
Abdullah Mohammad Al Kazmi.

Police detained about 30 peo- 
ple, mostly Arabs, for questioning 
after the third such killing in 
Rome since March. All three 
businessmen were residents in 
Italy, which has a sizable Libyan 
community. 

Newspapers have linked the 
murders to threats made by senior 
Libyan officials to eliminate 
enemies of the Libyan revolution 
living abroad. 

“The governments who protect 
these thieves and criminals run the 
risk of being their accomplices," 
Mohammad Musharati. a member 
of the Libyan Jamah iriy ah's peo- 
ple's committee said in Rome last 
week. 

He had repeated the warning 
issued in other countries hosting 


Libyan communities that dis- 
sidents would be eliminated unless 
they returned home by June 10. 

Britain warned the government 
of Col. Muammar Qadhafi that it 
would not tolerate terrorism after 
two Libyans were killed in Lon- 
don recently. And four Libyan 
embassy officials in Washington 
have been told to leave by tomor- 
row after they were accused of 
intimidating Libyan students in 
the Lfnited States. 

Rome police have linked the 
two previous murder-, of Lilr.an 
businessmen in ihe ItaJian capital 
this year. 

On March 21, the decomposed 
body of one man was found in the 
boot of his Mercedes car. A 36- 
year-old official of Libyan Air- 
iines W3s arrested in connection 
with the murder. 

On April 19. another Libyan 
was shot in the head by a lone 
gunman as he stood in the fash- 
ionable C 1 .:. J. T iri< • • i’v v; :t 
Veneto. 

Shortly afterwards, the press 
attache at the Libyan diplomatic 
mission in Rome said a '‘traitors' 
list” had been sent from Tripoli 
with the names of foreign-based 
opponents of Col. QadhafTs gov- 
ernment. 

No officials at the “people’s 
office” in Rome were available for 
comment today about whether the 
latest victim was on the list. 

Mr. Kazmi was standing in the 
bar of the Turin Hotel this morn- 
ing when one of two men with 
whom he had been talking pulled 
out a pistol and shot him in the 
face. 

Both, described as Arabic- 
looking by witnesses, ran off 
towards the nearby central station 
and escaped in the crowd.

Khalil, Linowitz report on 
autonomy talks suspension 

ISMA1LIA, Egypt May 10 (R;— President Anwar Sadat conferred 
today with Prime Minister Mustapha Khalil to assess the situation 
following Egypt’s decision to suspend negotiations with Israel and 
the U.S. on Palestinian autonomy. 

No statement was made after the one-hour meeting during 
which Dr. Khalil submitted a detailed report to the president on the 
autonomy negotiations, including the last meeting in Herziia, Israel 
this week. 

Dr. Khalil, the Egyptian chief negotiator, said yesterday that the 
year-old talks had been suspended at all levels due to their lack of 
progress. 

Egypt and Israel have been deadlocked over key issues concerning 
autonomy for the 1.2 million Palestinians on the Israeli-occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

In Washington, the State Department said last night it fully anti- 
cipated that the Israeli-Egyptian talks would resume in the near 
future after a relatively brief pause at Egypt’s request. 

Spokesman Hodding Carter told reporters the United States 
would continue to make every effort to achieve an agreement. 

U.S. negotiator Sol Linowitz told reporters before leaving the 
Middle East he was disappointed with die outcome of six days of talks 
at Herziia, in what was to be the start of a non-stop month-long 
negotiating round. 

Mr. Linowitz returned from Egypt during the night and will brief 
President Carter and Secretary of State Edmund Muskie either at the 
weekend or on Monday, aides said. 

In a speech to the Philadelphia World Affairs Council yesterday. 
President Carter said he would continue to work for a Middle East 
peace because it was essential for everyone in the region. 

“Israel deserves it and Israel needs it for its longterm survival,” he 
said. 

"The Arab nations require peace in order ro satisfy the legitimate 
rights of the Palestinians and to ensure that -their own social 
development can move forward without disruption and foreign intru- 
sion.” 

The president said that, following the peace treaty between Israel 
and Egypt, "we are determined to reach a more comprehensive 
settlement and we will not be diverted from that goal.”

The three, Mayors Fahd 
Qawasmi of Hebron and 
Mohammad Milhem of Halhoul 
and the chief qadi of Hebron, 
Sheikh Rajab Tamimi, told a 
packed gathering of supporters 
and journalists here today ihat 
they would be at the bridge at 9:30 
a.m. on Sunday. 

Mr. Milhem said their aim 
would be to “implement" the 
resolution passed bv the United 
Nations Security Council on 
Thursday calling on Israel to 
rescind its "illegal measures” in 
deporting the three notables last 
Saturday. "If the Security Council 
can’t implement the resolution, 
we will implement it.” Mr. 
Milhem said. 

Asked what he expected would 
happen at the bridge, Mr. Milhem 
told ihe Jordan Times: “i hope, 
first of all that I can cross back 
home. I don’t care much whafs 
going to happen because it is a just 
cause and l believe that I have to 
do my duty... The consequences 
are not important." 

If the three leaders were turned 
back at the bridge, they told, 
today's press conference, they 
would "continue our struggle and 
brief the .Arab and other world 
countries on the situation.” This 
could include tours of Europe and 
the United States to press their 
case, particularly in the light of 
Thursday’s U.N. vote. Thai vote 
was 1-MI in favour, with the 
United States abstaining.

Instead, Mayor Milhem said, 
the three and their families were 
told they would be taken for only 
15 minutes and then returned to 
their homes. “Why didn't they 
speak the truth? They are afraid of 
the truth.” 

"When we reached the (milit- 
ary) governor’s office," he con- 
tinued, "they isolated us in a room 


and spoke to us gently to put in our 
minds that we were waiting our 
turns to speak to the governor. 
A nd then, all of a sudden, we were 
taken, each by both arms, and 
each one separately, to a helicop- 
ter which was standing nearby. 
And before boarding the helicop- 
ter, they told us we would be going 
to Tel Aviv to see the minister of 
defence, and would be back. But... 
when we reached the first refuel- 
ling station, masks were put on our 
heads.'* 

Holding up a black hood, which 
he said “stinks like hell,” Mr. 
Milhem related that when the 
three had tried to move the masks 
away from their noses, the escort- 
ing soldiers pushed the hoods back 
against their faces. "They wanted

TEL AVIV, May 10 (Agencies)— The Israeli military command 
announced tonight it wQI block the attempt by the three West Bank 
leaders to cross the River Jordan to return to their homes. "We will 
not let them across," a military spokesman said. 

The spokesman added that the army would also block a parallel 
march planned by Israeli members of the “Committee against Set- 
tlement in Hebron.* 1 

March coordinator Daniel Amtt told the Associated Press by tele- 
phone that the group had been invited to meet the deportees on the 
Israeli side of the bridge. "We decided to welcome them with the 
demand that their expulsion, which circumvented due process, be 
cancelled," he said. 

Military sources said that if the three tried to enter the West Bank 
by force , the King Hussein Bridge would be dosed until further notice. 

They added that Israel rejected the U.N. resolution to allow the 
leaders back.

IRP likely to dominate 
Iran’s future parliament 


TEHRAN, May 10 (R) - The 
pro-clergy Islamic Republican 
Party (IRP) appears likely to con- 
trol Iran’s future parliament 
although if did not do as well as 
expected in yesterdays second 
and final round of elections. 

Results declared for about two 
thirds of the seats contested yes- 
terday showed just one half going 
to candidates of the IRP or an 
IRP-dominated "grand coalition” 
of eight Islamic groups. The party 
and its allies took well over half 
the 98 seals decided in the first 
round of elections on March 14, 
although the exact figure is still 
unclear because some candidates 
are claimed by more than one 
group. 

It was not clear whether the 
IRFs relative setback in the sec- 
ond round was because of a shift in 
public opinion or to the low turn- 
out yesterday, blamed by electoral 
officials on the fact that Iranians 
were voting for the seventh rime in 
15 months. 

Political sources said the IRP 
looked likely to obtain a workable 
voting majority in the 270-seat 
parliament, the Majlis, when it 
convenes in about a month. 

The parliament’s first action of 
international interest will be ro 
decide the terms for the release of- 
the 50 U.S. embassy hostages held 
for over six months by militants 
demanding the extradition of the 
■former Shah. It is expected to 
address this issue in about six 
weeks. 

A decision on ihe hostages was 
delegated to the Majlis in Feb- 
ruary by revolutionary leader 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini in 
a move which effectively tor- 
pedoed attempts to negotiate an 
earlier settlement. 

JRP leaders have taken a tough 


line on tbe hostages, and many are 
known to favour a show trial of the 
captives aimed at pillorying the 
U.S. role in Iran when the Shah 
was in power. 

The Tehran press speculated 
today on President Abol Hassan 
Bani-Sadr’s plan to appoint in the 
next few days a prime minister of a 
provisional government. 

The plan has been approved by 
Ayatollah Khomeini, despite the 
lack of enthusiasm of the cler- 
gymen dominating the IRP, who 
apparently see it as an attempt to 
undermine parliament even 
though the assembly would have 
to vote on a provisional cabinet in 
due course. 

Among possible candidates for 
prime minister mentioned by the 


press are former naval com- 
mander, Admiral Ahmad Madani, 
plan and budget chief EzzatoUah 
Sahabi, Higher Education Minis- 
ter Hassan Habibi, rightist politi- 
cian Dariush Farouhag. and sev- 
eral presidential aides. 

The controversial Admiral 
Madani, known as a tough dis- 
ciplinarian, said in a newspaper 
interview today that any pro- 
visional government should have 
clearly defined powers. 

"Any government which comes ; 
to power must have some author- 
ity," he said. "The parliament 
should not play with the gov- 
ernment. If the parliament cheats 
the government every day and if 
there is no obedience, it will lead 
to chaos.”

IN RECEIVING the three Palestinian notables summarily 
deported by the Israelis lust week, Jordan has quite rightly 
and fraternally reiterated its absolute and total support for 
all means of enabling the oppressed people of I he occupied 
territories to thwart Israel's designs to depopulate Pales- 
tine of its original inhabitants. 

In their march to the Jordan River bridge today, the 
three leaders will be putting to the test all the international 
community's nice resolutions and thoughtful statements 
about human rights: the three men will also be demon- 
strating the most fundamental and most heartfelt of all the 
demands and grievances of Palestinians anywhere: quite 
simply, the desire to go home. 

If, as seems likely, that simple desire is not attainable 
today, a new phase of rhe Palestinian struggle will open. 
And’ as Mayor Milhem of Halhoul said in Amman yes- 
terday. the Arab World should know that the Israeli plan to 
empty Palestine of its legitimate inhabitants is not confined 
to the area between the Jordan River and the Mediter- 
ranean. It stretches from the Nile (where some would say 
the Israelis have already established a diplomatic beach- 
head) to the Euphrates. 

As the Mayor said, it is imperative for the Arab Nation 
as a whole to devise a clear strategy to confront the Zionist 
plans — otherwise, the economies, the people, the treasure, 
the wealth of the entire Arab World will fall into the hands 
of the aggressors. 

We must also formulate our strategy on the basis of the 
warnings from the three notables that it is the United States 
which has cast itself us the greatest enemy of the Palestinian 
people. Indeed, it is in the case of Mayors Qawasmi and 
Milhem and Sheikh Rajab themselves that we have the 
latest glaring example of American duplicity and treachery. 

On the one hand, the U.S. State Department issued u 
statement criticising the deportations as a violation of the 
Fourth Geneva Convention, "regardless of motive,*' and 
pointing out that the three men had not been charged with 
any offence nor given the right to appeal their expulsions. 

The next day, there was the United States sitting alone 
in the United Nations Security Council, abstaining on a 
measure calling on Israel to rescind the expulsion order. It 
appears the U.S. does not want the three leaders expelled 
from their homeland, but neither does it wish to see them 
taken back! 

One day the U -S-J s calling on "all parties" to avoid 

taking steps that’might^make more difficult" the achieve- 
ment of the goal of seeing Arabs and Israelis living together 
as "neighbours in peace." The next day, the U.S. delegate 
is saying "we cannot focus on a single act" in the "tragic 
cycle of violence in which one violent act begets another." 

The first and foremost "violent act" which the U.S. 
should and must be concerned with in Palestine is the one 
which is still going on today: the occupation of the Arab 
homeland by force and the systematic suppression, har- 
assment and expulsion of its native inhabitants. If the U.S. 
wants to stop the cycle of violence, it must start at the 
beginning by ending the occupation: the great majority of 
the rest of the world agrees on that. 

The three courageous men whom wc have welcomed 
here symbolise the whole of their countrymen and their 
Arab brethren in pitting their will to go home against the 
violent reality which has sought to disperse them.

AL RAT: There are a number of observations to he made in 
interpreting President Carters speech in Philadelphia on Friday. 

— The achievement of the legitimate rights'of the Palestinians is 
the necessary foundation of peace in the region. The American 
president got this point backwards when he claimed that the 
establishment of peace in the region would be the basis for the 
Palestinians' acquisition of their legitimate rights. Thus, he has 
begun a futile dialogue on whether peace would bring ahout 
Palestinian rights or the reverse. 

-- President Carter's fears of extremism and intransigence Sid 
not prevent him from giving in to the demands and pressure of the 
Israeli leadership -- the worst example of these qualities. This is 
show n by his use of the U.S. Security Council veto several times to 
protest that same leadership from the will of the international 
community. 

— The Camp David process, cited President Carter as an exam- 
ple of progress towards peace, is in fact hindering peace. 

— Those who talk about peace must take action to achieve it — 
or at least avoid action that interferes with it. 

If we compare America's talk of peace with its deeds, wc see a 
wide gap between them. 

What remains is to wonder: what is this peace about which 
President Carter is laiking? 

AL DUSTOUR: The Kuwaiti Crown Prince's visit to Jordan has 
special significance because it comes at a critical stage in the Arab 
struggle. Sheikh Saad visiting on this trip those countries that bear 
the brunt of confrontation with the enemy and constitute the Arab 
security belt against the Zionist expansion which aims to seize our 
nation's wealth.

Arab airlines agree to set 
up central computer 


BAHRAIN. May 10 (R) - Ten 
Arab airlines today signed an 
agreement setting up a central 
computerised reservations system 
in Bahrain, the Gulf News Agency 
said. 

The aim of the system, which 
will cost S30 to S40 million and 
take two-and-a-half years to 
build, is to end the Arab com- 
panies' dependence on European 
and American airlines' com- 
puters. 

The system will initially handle 
reservations for the airlines' 10 
million passengers a year and later 
provide services such as com- 


puterised checking-in at airports. 

At present only Gulf Air. 
owned jointly by Bahrain. Qatar. 
Oman and the United Arah Emi- 
rates (U.AEI. has its own com- 
puter system. The other airlines — 
the national carriers of Saudi 
Arabia. Kuwait. Jordan. Leba- 
non. Syria. Sudan. North and 
South Yemen and the Libyan 
Jamuhiriyah. all depend on links 
to computer services run by fore- 
ign airlines. 

The system has been under con- 
sideration fur three years and has 
already cost SI million dollar* in 
studies.

U.S. SECRETARY of Slate Edmund S. Muskie, 
on being sworn in on Friday, admitted that he 
came to his new job without any previous dip- 
lomatic experience, and that he could not in fact 
think of "anyone in the Senate less suited to be 
appointed on those grounds." 

But this did not stop Mr. Muskie from setting 
out his idea of what U.S. foreign policy ought to 
be. What was required, he said, was the "aggres- 
sive promotion" of American "ideals and values," 
notably of “our interest in human rights, of our 
determination to deter aggression by every means 
available to a free people." 

This statement contrasts starkly with Mr. Mus- 
kie’ s voting record during his 22 years in the 
Senate, where he showed himself to be a con- 
sistent supporter of Israel* s aggressive policies and 
its suppression of human rights. 

From 1969 - 1980, Mr. Muskie voted on 41 
major bills concerning Israel and Soviet Jewry. By 
the Israelis* own count, he voted pro-Israel 40 
times out of those 41. 

The one exception was the 1 978 package sale of 
advanced jet fighters to Israel. Egypt and Saudi 
Arabia. Mr. Muskie voted for this sale. But after- 
wards, when he realised that Israel had not really 
wanted that bill to be passed, he signed a letter to 
then-secretary of state Cyrus Vance indicating 
that he and 12 other senators had changed their 
minds. 

Thus the record of Mr. Muskie, whose one 
claim to familiarity with Arab aspirations is that 
he once had a Lebanese- American law partner, 
shows that where the Middle East is concerned, he 
is almost certain to lean towards Israel. 

The Israeli English-language daily Jerusalem 
Post . in an urtiefe entitled " Muskie' s fine record 
on Israel", praises Mr. Muskie highly, saying that 
as a member of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, he "has been virtually perfect" from 
the Israeli point of view.- 


The Post notes that in the early 1970 ’ 
kie took the lead in calling forapprop 
American funds to help Soviet Jews to 
Israel, but that since then he has not of: 
out publicly bn Middle East issues.'

For more than an hour before 
today's press conference, the 
three leaders received greetings 
from their countrymen and met an 
official Jordanian delegation led 
by the President of the National 
Consultative Council, Mr. Ahmad 
Tarawneh. The room was then 
given over for a time to a large 
group of students who recited 
poems and sang songs about their 
homeland.

Later today, the three West 
Bank leaders were received at the 
Prime Ministry by Sharif Abdul 
Hamid Sharaf, the prime minister, 
who stressed to them the Jor- 
danian government's absolute 
support for strengthening the 
steadfastness of the inhabitants of 
the occupied territories to enable 
them to confront the enemy's 
designs to evacuate the occupied 
land of its people. 

Sharif Abdul Hamid described 
the deportations as a blatant vio- 
lation of human rights and inter- 
national laws and practices. He 
said in a statement to Jordan Tele- 
vision that the deportation must 
not be passed over in silence by 
the world community. It means 
that the Israeli authorities are 
gradually evicting the leaders and 
then the citizens from the 
occupied Arab territories, emp- 
tying the land of its people, he 
said. 


Sharif Abdul Hamid called on 
the United Nations to throw its 
weight behind the fight against 
these inhuman measures, return 
the three leaders, halt the building 
of settlements and the violation of 
holy places. He called on the 
world community to "open the 
way for the brethren in the 
occupied territories to realise their 
liberation and self-dete- 
rmination," the Jordan News 
Agency reported.

AMMAN, May 10— Boys accused 
of crimes are more likely to tell the 
truth if they are tried in special 
juvenile courts rather than in the 
regular adult courts, according to 
the first full-time juvenile j'udge 
here, Mr. Izzat Abdul Rahman" 

A month ago. the Ministry of 
Social Development gave the boys 
the chance to be tried in such a 
court. It set up a court exclusively 
For juveniles at its Department of 
Juvenile Deliqueney in Jabal Hus- 
sein. Previously, all juvenile cases 
were tried 3t the Palace of Justice 
downtown, which is primarily 
concerned with adult criminal 
coses. 

For the time being, the juvenile 
court tries only minor cases, such 
as those of petty theft or quarrels. 
Cases of major theft and murder 
are still tried at the adult court 
downtown. 

The small counroom in Jabal 
Hussein, with it carpteied floors 
and soft leather armchairs, seems 
more like a private doctor's office 
than a courtroom. The calm, 
unhurried atmosphere contrasts 
favourably with the crowded, 
frenzied and smoke-filled cor- 
ridors of the Palace of Jusrioe, 
where juveniles previously had to 
wait next to the most hardened of 
adult criminals to have their cases 
tried. 

Sitting behind bis desk berween 
cases. Mr. Abdul Rahman told the 
Jordan Times today: "1 have been 
a judge for seven years. Last year I

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began taking on juvenile cases, 
but they were interspersed with 
the adult ones. 1 had no time to 
really look into the juvenile cases. 
"At the Palace of Justice I could 
spend only a few minutes on each 
case. Here I can spend an hour 
talking to the boy and his family if 
I need to. We care more for ihe 
juveniles here and they feel more 
secure. They don't have to mix 
with the adult criminals while they 
wait, which is better for them. 

"When they come before me 
they and their families are less 
nervous. Since they are calm they 
tel! the truth more. I understand 
their problem better and pass 
more appropriate sentences." 

He hears at least two cases a 
day. On Saturdays, after the 
weekend, he tends to hear the 
most cases, while on Thursdays 
the workload is generally the 
lightest. 

Mr. Abdul Rahman — who so 
far is the only full-time juvenile 
judge — was able to visit a refor- 
matory for first time last week. 
The visit was an important one, 
because it gave him first-hand 
knowledge, which no judge has 
previously had, of conditions in 
. the place to which juvenile delin- 
quents are sent. 

Sentences at the juvenile court 
range from a prolonged stay in a 
reformatory to having a child stay 
at home under the supervision of a 
probation officer. Preference is 
given to keeping the boy at home, 
because the family atmosphere is 
considered healthier for him. 
Also, the reformatories are over- 


crowded — mostly because of the 
constant increase in juvenile 
crime, its annual rate of increase 
was 20 per cent in 1979. 

An advantage of the juvenile 
courts is that they act quickly. One 
of Saturday's cases involved a 
juvenile crime that took place on 
Thursday night. At the Palace of 
Justice the trials of even simple 
cases can drag on for weeks. 

Mr. Abdul Rahman believes it 
would be much better to have 
even the major crimes — theft and 
murder — tried at the juvenile 
court; but he says that for the time 
being, such an arrangement is not 
possible. 

He would also like to see a pro- 
bation officer present at all pro- 
ceedings. Currently only Mr. 
Abdul Rahman, a court stenog- 
rapher and a woman who keeps 
the court records are present at 
proceedings. The policeman who 
escorts the boy to court {no cases 
have yet arisen involving girls), is 
not normally present at the pro- 
ceedings, but can be called in if 
needed. Probation officers arc 
.currently in short supply, and 
none can be spared to attend tri- 
als. 

The juvenile court is a separate 
section of the Juvenile •Delin- 
quency Department. Department 
social workers, however, have the 
responsibility of assigning a pro- 
bation officer to the boy or of 
arranging his stay in the refor- 
matory if he is sentenced to go 
there. The social workers also may 
if they wish encourage the judge to 
give a di/ferenr or lighter sen- 
tence.

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Increasing fears of more U.S. government 
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CHICAGO. May 10 (R) -- The 
world's commodity markets, 
where metals, raw materials and 
foodstuffs are sold and where 
speculators guess future prices, 
may be in for big changes and a lot 
of dealers are unhappy about it. 

Two major upheavals this year 
brought to an end an almost 
unbroken boom which had lasted 
a decade and had culminated in 
sky-high prices recently when 
investors moved their money from 
dollars into gold and other com- 
modities in a loss of confidence in 
inflation-hit paper currency. That 
confidence has been largely 
restored, mainly because high 
interest rates, especially in the 
United States, have made paper 
currencies such as the doDar 
attractive. However some analysts 
believe the commodity markets 
may never be the same again. 

The first blow came on Jan. 4 
when President Carter announced 
an embargo on most U.S. food 
shipments to the Soviet Union in 
retaliation for Russian inter- 
vention in Afghanistan. This cut 
off anticipated exports of about 17 
million tonnes of American corn 
and wheat and sent grain prices 
tumbling. 

The second came in March 
w hen the world price of silver col- 
lapsed and a small group of weal- 
thy investors controlling huge 


amounts of the precious metal 
were unable to finance their 
losses. Commodity prices nose- - 
dived across the board, a brief but 
frightening panic hit Wall Street 
stock markets, and the foun- 
dations of major brokerage 
houses trembled. 

Commercial and industrial 
users of such items as silver, 
cooper, sugar, cocoa and wheat, 
enter the commodity futures mar- 
kets to avoid sudden price swings 
by securing their needs for months 
in advance at guaranteed prices. 
Speculators, who provide most of 
the cash that keep the markets 
flourishing, take up the other side 
of these contracts, hoping to make 
money by correctly predicting 
future price trends. 

The Soviet grain embargo and 
the collapse of the silver market 
have raised the prospect of what 
traders and commodity exchange 
officials see as the greatest threat 
to the survival and success of their 
markets — more government 
interference and regulations. 

The decision to shut off food 
supplies to Moscow was the first 
time the U.S. government had 
ever directly used a commodity as 
a political weapon, believed by 
some analysts as setting an omin- 
ous precedent. The profound 
repercussions oF the silver incident 
throughout the entire financial 


world has prompted threats of 

more government control. 

The” Commodity Futures Trad- 
ing Commission 1 CFTC), the gov- 
ernment's warchdog over com- 
modity markets, has already 
unilaterally closed down markets 
when it felt developments were 
getting out of hand. 

In March 1979. it halted wheat 
trading on the Chicago Board of 
Trade, the world's largest com- 
modity market, after allegations 
that a small group of investors 
were trying to corner the market 
and manipulate prices. The Board 
protested right up to the U.S. Sup- 
reme Court but the CFTC s action 
was upheld. The commission uiso 
closed down grain trading for two 
days following the embargo 
against the Soviet Union, prompt- 
ing another furious outcry from 
the exchange. 


Last week its crusading young 
chairman. Mr. James Stone, the 
very mention of whose name 
makes traders and exchange offi- 
cials bristle, proposed much 
tougher federal control of the 
markets following the silver panic. 
"Large scale speculation in com- 
modities is not a harmless pastime. 
It is a form of gambling which 
endangers our economy," he told 
a Senate panel investigating the 
silver situation. 


Mi*. Stone fuelled some of the 
markets' worst fears when he 
suggested that his agency, rather 
than the exchanges, should con- 
trol “margin requirements. One 
of the attractions of commodity 
markets to speculators is that they 
only need to deposit a fraction of a 
contract's worth, usually 10 per 
cent, to start opeations. 

Although the appropriate 
exchanges in both New York and 
Chicago sharply raised these mar- 
gins when the silver market 
started falling apart, critics said 
that earlier government action 
could have averted the crisis. 

Mr. Ston«. also proposed limit- 
ing the number of speculative con- 
tracts any one individual con hold, 
and restrictions on bank lending to 
speculators. "Control of margins 
is absolutely vital in this industry" 
the new Chicago Board of Trade 
Chairman Alfred Gruetzmacher 
said in an interview. Having mar- 
gins not directly connected with 
the market would reduce the 
effectiveness of that market." he 
said. 

Details of the silver crisis, which 
sparked congressional hearings 
last week, revealed that billionaire 
brothers Nelson Bunker and W. 
Herbert Hunt and some Arab 
investors are negotiating bank 
loans of over one billion dollars to 
cover their losses. 


The Carter administration has 
also been embarrassed by the ■ 
admission of Federal Reserve 
Board Chairman Paul Volcker 
that the situation, which 
threatened the financial existence 
of some big brokerage firms acting 
for the Hunts, forced him to give 
tacit approval to the loans. This 
flew in the face of the president’s 
anti -inflation programme which 
included an appeal to banks not to 
lend money to commodity 
speculators. 

The combined result of the 
grain embargo and the silver crisis 
have depressed almost all com- 
modity markets and sharply cut 
back business. Open interest fig- 
ures, which show the number of 
outstanding futures contracts, are 
way down on the three major 
world exchanges. Chicago, New 
York and London. 

Mr. John Sandner, chairman of 
the Chicago Mercantile 
■Exchange, said government inter- 
ference through the gram 
embargo, the market closings by 
the CFTC, and the silver situation 
were responsible for “scaring 
people out of the markets. 

Optimistic analysis point out 
that record high interest rates 
have diverted a lot of money out of 
commodity markets and the anti- 
cipated recession was bound to 
dampen activity. They say the 


fundamental resilience of com- 
modity markets was shown when 
prices, led by gold, suddenly 
rebounded sharply upwards, 
albeit briefly, after the faded U.S. 
attempt to rescue the American 
hostages in Iran. 

Mr. Fred Uhlmann, former. 
Chicago Board of Trade president 
and a vice-president of the Drexel 
Burnham Lambert brokerage 
house, says the grain embargo 
merely accelerated the decline in 
grain prices 'which would have 
occurred anyway because of basic 
world over-supply. On the silver 
situation, he says users of futures 
markets were always prepared for 
sudden political developments 
affecting prices and he does not 
foresee any permanent damage. 

A veteran trader, who declines 
to be identified, says of the Soyiet 
strain embargo: “It has created a 
fundamental change in that it took 
demand out of the market, 
thereby increasing supplies and 
depressing prices. It also demoral- 
ised traders and caused many to 
withdraw when the United States 
broke its contract obligations." 
Another trader says it will take a 
good six months before the smoke 
clears in the silver market and 
public participation returns.

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West Ham wins English FA Cup 


LONDON, May 10 (R) — Second division West Ham, thank*. io 
an early goal by their England midfield star Trevor Brooking, 
today won the English Football Association (FA) Cup by beating 
Arsenal 1-0 at Wembley stadium. 

Arsenal, who face Valencia of Spain for the European Cup 
Winners' Cup in Brussels on Wednesday, looked faded but put 
West Ham under repeated pressure. They gained eight wmers to 
West Ham's four and conceded only ten fowls ro 25 by West Ham. 

Brooking, the outstanding player on view, headed in from close 
range in the 13th minute after West Ham’s other major success, 
Alan Devonshire, had cut through on the left and his cross had 
been knocked back into the goalmouth. 

Headed goals by Brooking are rare enough to be collector's 
pieces and this was a bonus to his elegant 90-minute mastery. 
Arsenal sent on Sammy Nelson, surprisingly left out of the orig- 
inal line-up, for the final half hour. Despite adding a long through 
ball to their tactical options they had lirtle to show for the switch. 

• West Ham’s defence, dominated by the composed Alvin Mar- 
tin, denied Arsenal's free-scoring strikers, Alan Sunderland and 
Frank Stapleton, all but the merest sight of goal. West Ham, who 
failed this season to regain their place in the First Division, 
matched Arsenal skill for skill and outgunned them in midfield. 

Midfield, indeed, was where Arsenal faltered. To Brooking' s 
elegance and Devonshire's delicate skills. West Ham were able to 
add the all-purpose vitality of 2 7-year-old Paul Allen, the 
youngest player in a Wembley final, and the welcome siege- 
raising counter attacks launched by late choice Geoff Pike. 

Arsenal disappointed their fans among the 100,000 who 
watched the match in warm sunshine. They failed to make recur- 
rent bursts of pressure pay in terms of shots or headers. 

Meanwhile, a last-minute goal by Viv Anderson gave European 
Cup finalists Nottingham Forest a 1-0 win over Everton here last 
night in their final English League home match of the season. 
Anderson stabbed the ball home from dose range with many of 
the 22,122 spectators drifting away from the ground. 

Despite the win. Forest still have problems to sort out in their 
attack before the European Cup final against West Germany’s 
Hamburg in Madrid on May 28. They tried Gary Mills in place of 
the injured Trevor Francis, but the youngster lacked the vital 
finishing touch. 

On the other hand, the United Arab Emirates (UAE) Football 
Association has terminated former England soccer manager Don 
Revie's contract as national team coach and manager, the official 


Emirates News Agency said. The association decided last night 
that Rcvie would be replaced at the end of June by former Iranian 
national coach Heshmut Muhajrani. 

Revie was banned from English soccer management for ten 
years by the English Football Association in December 1978 after 
"a hearing at which he answered charges of bringing the game into 
disrepute.

The new association of French- 
speaking nations will link more 
than 30 countries in Europe, 
Africa, Latin America, the Middle 
East and elsewhere. 

President Leopold Senghor of 
Senegal, driving force behind the 
scheme, told a news conference at 
the end of the two-day conference 
he hoped a secretariat could be set 
up in Paris, modelled on the 
Commonwealth secretariat in 
London, and that summits would 
be held every two years. 

But conference sources said 
some of the 25 African countries 
at the summit were reluctant to set 
up a new institution and preferred 
a looser association. 

The Senegalese president 
announced that a foreign rainis-

West German vote urges boycott 


Swiss NOC votes to take 
part in Moscow games 


BERNE, May 10(R) -The Swiss 
National Olympic Committee 
(NOC) today voted in favour of 
participating in the Moscow Oly- 
mpic Games but said member fed- 
erations could take their own deci- 
sions whether or not to send 
athletes. 

The voting was 24 in favour, 22 
against with two abstentions at a 
general assembly meeting of the 
NOC in Berne. 

The 33 federations will now 
consult their members and the 
athletes themselves whether or 
not to accept the official invi- 
tation. Replies must be made to 
Moscow by May 24. 

Already the Swiss equestrian, 
marksmen and sailing federations 
have said they will boycott the 
games in protest against the Soviet 
intervention in Afghanistan. 

NOC President Raymond 
Gafner, himself in favour of taking 
part, said any Swiss athletes who 
went to Moscow would compete 
only under the International Oly- 
mpic Committee (IOC flag and 
would not take partin the opening 
ceremony. Ifiis was in iine with a 
decision reached by Western 
European NOCs in Rome one 
week ago. 

“ If we go we will stay away from 
the opening ceremony since it is 
too political,” Mr. Ganfer told 
reporters. *‘We feel that our 
absence from the ceremony wifi 
carry more weight than if we 
stayed away altogether.” 

He expressed the view that 
today's vote, giving a narrower 
margin in favour of participation 
than sports commentators here 
had predicted, was the first step 
towards turning the Olympic 
Games into a purely athletic, 
non-political event. 

Meanwhile, the West Germao 
NOC presidium has called for a 


boycott of the Moscow Olympics. 

The presidium last night voted 
12-7 with one abstention to 
recommend that the full NOC 
decide in its crucial meeting next 
Thursday to stay away from the 
Summer Games because of the 
Soviet intervention in Afghanis- 
tan. 

The vote was in line with the 
West Germao government's call 
on the NOC last month to back the 
U.S. campaign against the Mos- 
cow games. 

NOC President Willi Daume, a 
member of the IOC, told jour- 
nalists the presidium was united in 
condemning the Soviet inter- 
vention and wanting to maintain 
solidarity with the U.S. 

But Mr. Daume, who voted in 
favour of participation, said the 
final decision would be made at 
the full NOC meeting in Dues- 
seldorf. The presidium vote was 
not representative and nobody 
was bound by its recom- 
mendation. he said.

Colonel Kamougue addressed 
the conference briefly today on 
the situation in Chad but officials 
s aid it was agreed there would be 
no debate. 

French President Valery Gis- 
card d'Estaing cold the final news 
conference France would main- 
tain its aid for African countries 
next year, whatever the economic ' 
difficulties. 

He promised increased lending 
for development projects and a 
bigger budget for the French 
cooperation ministry, which 
channels aid to black African 
countries. 

The French leader said earlier 
that the gap in living standards 
between rich and poor countries 
was growing wider and increasing 
. the risks of conflict. 

Mr. Giscard d'Estaing said the 
North-South dialogue — coop- 
eration between industrial and 
developing countries to improve 
the poor nations' living standards 
— remained a permanent goal of 
French foreign policy. 

The French president said he 
would be providing a progress 
report on his campaign to promote 
three-way cooperation between 
Western Europe, Arab oil- 
producing nations and Africa. 

The French plan is to link West 
European technology and Arab 
finance for African development. 


U.S., Britain, Costa Rica 
team will go to Cuba to 
help solve refugee crisis 


West Germany, 
Japan want to 
keep East bloc 
trade links open 


BONN. May 10 ( R) - West Ger- 
man and Japanese leaders yes- 
terday opposed economic sanc- 
tions against the Soviet Union 
over its intervention in .Afghanis- 
tan. informed sources said. 

Japanese Premier Masayoshi 
Ohira and West German Econom- 
ics Minister Otto Lambsdorff said 
they warned to maintain normal 
trade links with the Eastern bloc, 
the sources said. 

Mr. Ohira, who also had talks 
with Chancellor Helmut Schmidt, 
said trade contributed to global 
detente. In on apparent allusion to 
the United States, he said Japan 
did not want to sacrifice trade with 
the communist countries through 
measures sought unilaterally, the 
sources said. 

Mr. Ohira and Chancellor 
Schmidt also discussed Afghanis- 
tan and Iran is their one-hour 
meeting on international issues, a 
Japanese government spokesman 
said. 

The two leaders discussed a 
boycott of the Moscow Olympics, 
he said. Both governments have 
called on their national Olympic 
committees to stay away from the 
games. 

Mr. Ohira also had talks with 
Finance Minister Hans Matth- 
oefer. whose search on behalf of 
the Western alliance last month 
for financial aid for Turkey also 
took him to Japan. 

The Japanese premier wel- 
comed the aid because it bound 
Turkey more firmly to the West- 
ern alliance and thus contributed 
to peace and stability’ in the Near 
East, informed sources said. Mr. 
Ohira promised further support 
for Turkey, a Bonn finance minis- 
ttv spokesman said. 


SAN JOSE, Costa Rica. May 10 
(AP) — A 20-nation conference 
an nounced yesterday that the 
United States, Britain and Costa 
Rica will form an international 
team that will go to Havana next 
week to work with President Fidel 
Castro’s regime for an orderly sol- 
ution to the Cuban refugee crisis. 

A Costa Rican official who 
asked not to be identified said the 
Castro administration on Thurs- 
day agreed in principle to allow 
the team into Cuba. But he said 
the Cubans have not made dear 
yet if they will cooperate with the 
effort. 

“We have to just wait and see. 
But I think Cuba, with all the 
international pressure on it about 
the people wanting to leave, will 
have to go along with us,” the offi- 
cial said. 

Under Secretary of State for 
Latin American Affairs William 
Bowdler said even though the 
United States does not have dip- 
lomatic relations with Cuba, it will 
work on the committee through 
the U.S. interest section at the 
Swiss embassy in Havana. Britain 
has full diplomatic relations with 
Cuba and Costa Rica only on a 
consular level. 

The Costa Rican offida! said 
the team will leave for the Cuban 
capital sometime next week. He 
said the conference agreed to raise 
about SI million to finance the 
refugee exodus. 

More than 25,000 Cuban dis- 
sidents have left their country in a 
19-day “freedom flotilla” of pri- 
vate boats organised by anti-

sources. Argentina promised to 
take in 300 refugees; Brazil all 
those that waul to leave: Ecuador 
200: Venezuela 500: the United

East, West pacts to begin 
week of intense activity 


Young Afghans 
being ‘forced’ 
to fill depleted 
army ranks 



BRUSSELS. Mav 10 ( R)— European defence ministers meet here 
on Monday at the start of a week of intense diplomatic activity in 
the aftermath of the Soviet intervention in Afghanistan. 

High-level meetings of both the Western and Eastern alliances 
include upgraded N ATO talks in Brussels, a communist Warsaw 
Pact summit in Warsaw and U.S.-Soviet contacts in Vienna. 

Mr. Edmund Muskie. on his first foreign trip as U.S. secretary 
of state, will meet his NATO counterparts at a joint meeting of the 
alliance's foreign and defence ministers on Wednesday. From 
Brussels, Mr. Muskie will fly to Vienna for the 25th anniversary 
celebrations on Thursday and Friday of the four-power treaty 
which gave Austria its independence as a neutral state in 1955. 

In Vienna, the U.S. secretary of state will meet Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko, also attending the celebrations after a 
•two-day Warsaw Pact summit on Wednesday and Thursday. 

The Muskie-Gromyko meeting will be the first high-level con- 
tact between the United States and the Soviet Union since Soviet 
troops entered Afghanistan last December. It is welcomed by 
America's NATO allies who believe East-West communications 
must be kept open in times of tension, NATO diplomats said. 

The NATO session starts at European level on Monday and 
U.S. Defence Secretary Harold Brown joins the talks on Tuesday 
for a meeting of the Defence Planning Committee devoted to 
military affairs. NATO's foreign ministers will join the defence 
ministers on Wednesday for a special joint session of the alliance. 

The special session, suggested by Washington, is- intended to 
add political weight to NATO’s response to what it sees asa global 
challenge by the Soviet Union, exemplified by the Afghan inter- 
vention, NATO diplomats said. It is also seen as a show of allied 
solidarity at a rime when Moscow is stressing the divergence of 
interests between the two sides of the Atlantic. 

In Vienna. Mr. Muskie will have the opportunity to meet 
French Foreign Minister Jean Francois- Poncet. France, like 1 
Greece, does not belong to NATO's integrated military structure 
and does not participate in the alliance's Defence Planning Com- 
mittee. 

Finally, foreign ministers of the nine European Common Mar- 
ket countries meet informally in Italy over the weekend to discuss 
internal and international problems. 

Yesterday, the British Foreign Office announced that U.N. 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim will pay an official visit to 
London from May 20 to 23 for talks with British leaders on the 
Afghanistan and Iranian crises and other major world issues. 


NEW DELHI, May 10 (R) - 
Young Afghans are being 
rounded up nightly in Kabul and- 
forced into the depleted ranks of 
the country’s armed forces, travel- 
lers arriving here from Kabul said 
today. 

Since the Soviet intervention 
last December, thousands have 
deserted from the Afghan army, 
which travellers said was taking 
little part in heavy fighting now 
going on between Soviet troops 
and Afghan guerrillas in the 
Ghazni area, south of Kabul. 

A German businessman, who 
spent two weeks in the Afghan 
capital, said police and army were 
raiding houses rn Kabul and taking 
away young people. The 
authorities selected a different 
area of Kabul every night for the 
raids, he said. 

The businessman, who did not 
want to be named, said: “The air- 
port now looks like an air base full 
of planes and helicopters. There 
are also more tanks and trucks on 
the street.” 

An Indian merchant, who spent 
a week in Kabul, said the road to 
Jalalabad, southeast of Kabul, was 
still hazardous for travellers. But 
an Afghan passenger, who arrived' 
here on the same flight, said the 
road was open and buses, trucks 
and taxis travelled to Jalalabad 
without encountering any prob- 
lem. 

The travellers said schools and 
colleges in the Afghan capital 
were now open but few students 
attended classes.

Carter aide explains Vance ‘criticism’ 


Castro Cubans between Miami, 
Florida and the northern Cuban 
port of Mariel. U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter has declared south- 
ern Fonda an emergency area, 
sent in U.S. marines and rein- 
forced local police and immig- 
ration authorities to handle the 
flow.

WASHINGTON. May 10 (R) - 
President Carter ended his first 
campaign -style trip outside the 
White House in many months by 
surprisingly criticising the wav 
former secretary of state Cyrus 
Vance handled U.S. foreign pol- 
icy. 

Mr. Carter's off-the-cuff 
remarks at a town meeting in 
Philadelphia yesterday startled 
reporters and many in the audi- 
ence. They prompted an almost 
immediate explanation through 
his press secretary. 

The president did not name Mr. 
Vance, who resigned last month in 
protest against the abortive U.S. 
military raid to rescue the Ameri- 
can hostages from Iran. 

Bur he said of Mr. Vance's suc- 
cessor; “I see Ed Muskie as being 
a much stronger and more states- 
manlike senior-citizen figure who 
will be a more evocative spokes- 
man for our nation's policy." 

He added: ”1 would prefer that 
Ed Muskie not be so personally 
involved in the details and negoti- 
ations with other nations.” 

Soon after he had spoken, Mr. 
Carter said through White House 
Press Secretary Jody Powell that 
he had not intended to criticise 
Mr. Vance personally. 

There was no reaction from Mr. 
Vance, who is on holiday on the 
Caribbean island of Amigua. but 
one senior State Department offi- 
cial described the president's 
remarks as “awkward and grace- 
less." 

Mr. Powell said the president 
had told him before flying from 
Philadelphia to his Camp David 
retreat in Maryland that he had 
simply meant that he wanted Mr. 
Muskie to be freed from routine 
detail so that he could be a more 
effective spokesman. 

Mr. Carter had discussed the 
problem with Mr. Vance some 
lime before his resignation on 
.April 2S, according to the press 
secretary. 

The president had earlier made 
a foreign policy address to the 
Philadelphia World Affairs Coun- 
cil, in which he said there could be 
no business as usual with the 
Soviet Union until it ended its 
“aggression" in Afghanistan. But 
he said detente nevertheless 
remained his goal. 

Before leaving for Philadelphia, 
Mr. Carter attended a memorial 
service at Arlington National 
Cemetery outside Washington for 
the eight U.S. servicemen killed in 
the attempt to rescue the Ameri- 
can hostaees. 


Mr. Carter said after the hos- 
tage seizure on Nov. 4 that he 
would not. campaign for re- 
election until they were released. 
But after the abortive rescue raid 
in Iran, he said the Iranian crisis 
and other problems had become 
“manageable” enough to permit 
him to make some trips around the 
country. 


Moscow raps Carter 


In Moscow last night, the Soviet 
news agency TASS charged that 
President Carter had abandoned 
detente in favour of unbridled 
militarism and global expansion. 

In a report on Mr. Carter’s 


Philadelphia speech, the official 
agency accused him of slanderous 
attacks on measures that Moscow 
• had to take to ensure its security. 

Mr. Carter had “taken the path 
of unbridled militarism and anti- 
Sovietism... discarding detente for 
narrow self-seeking ends,” TASS 
said. 

TASS said the United States 
planned to establish a military- 
political protectorate over the 
Middle East.

West German state poll to serve as 
‘dress rehearsal’ for October election 


BONN. May 10 (R) - West Ger- 
many's political stage is set for a 
major state poll tomorrow which 
will serve as the “dress rehearsal” 
for general elections in October. 

The vote in the country's most 
populous state of North Rhine- 
Westphalia pits a ruling alliance of 
Social and Free Democrats 
against the conservative Christian 
Democratic Union ICDU) — a 
contest which mirrors the national 
.one. 

With more than 12 million vot- 
ers. about a quarter of the coun- 
try's electorate, the Rhineland 
and industrial Ruhr should at least 
provide a pointer to Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt's chances of stay- 
ing in office in the autumn. 

But the poll could have a far 


more direct impact on gov- 
ernment policy if victorv goes to 
iheCDU. 

A win tomorrow would give the 
Christian Democrats a two thirds
